The child 
grew up and received some ed neat ion, 
ami in iss7, she married Fred Moore, 

a farm hand, who works for fifteen 
dollars a month. Last week, a detec 
live arrived at the place to hunt the 
girl up, and found her. The story is 
that her erring father died recently 
in Kansas, leaving forty thousand dol- 
lars to her, which she will soon re-

Her mother is still living and is re- 
ported to be worth about 1100,000.

the city of Dubuque- now stands, was 
I full of the richest kind of lead 
and there it was that the miners went 

out without permission, but Mr. 
Davis managed affairs very skilfully, 
and the whites were induced to with- 
draw without any serious trouble. 
For a time he hardly knew which to 
fear the most, the Indians or the 
miners. As Iowa had not even been 
made a territory, much loss a State, 
but was yet in possession of the In- 
dians, and no white man had a right 
there, it was highly important, in or- 
der to keep peace in the land, that the 
pale face should not be in too much 
of a hurry to enrich himself on forbid- 
den ground, west of the Mississippi. 
The miners, who made the dirt fly in 
I lie Dubuque bluffs, were much 
Stronger than the military force under 
Mr. Davis, as his immediate lorec 
was composed of thirty men. He 
was about twenty-five years old then, 

and when he ordered the miners to 
leave, they hesitated and considered 
the question their ground and tight- 

ing the soldiers if necessary. But 
Mr. Davis argued the matter with 
I hem, and advised them to leave un- 
til a ratification of a treaty between 
the Indians and the Government, 

when they could come back and take 
out the mineral if they wished to. 
Some of the hot heads were not inclin- 
ed to go in a hurry, and Mr. Davis 
admitted that the miners were well 
armed and expert marksmen, and 
oould have killed him and his men, 
should they go into a pitched battle. 
Hut supposing they did that, what 
next ? Another and larger force of 
of soldiers would come back from the 

Government, and perhaps the miners 

would have to suffer utter annihila- 
tion, When this argument was made, 
it did not take long for the miners to 
see the danger they were in, and they 
quietly left. Among the miners were 

some determined, women. One of 

those resolute women was Mrs. Dean, 
who entered a pathetic remonstrance 
i Mr. Davis having the women 
and children driven from their mining 
homes. Mr. Davis told her that every 
man must go, her husband among the 
rest, but that she could stay as long 
as she wished. More than that Mr. 
said to Mrs. Dean, as he was going to 
be there a while, he would like to 
board with her. In fact, he thought 
he might be f( some service to her, 
especially if the Indians should hap- 
pen lo take a fancy to her red head. 
All Indians liked red-haired scalps, 
he said, but no red-haired Indian had 
ever been scalped. Among the min- 
ers who had to leave was Mr. Alexan- 
der Levi, father of Mr. Oustave Levi. 
Mr. Ii.iv is is now an octogenarian, be- 
• er eighty years old. and still 
oil'. Miss. He has se- 
veral friends still living here, who 
knew him sixty years ago, among 

whom is General George w. Jones, 

an old resident here.

Cyrus M. Morse was burn in the 
town of Kirbv, Windsor County, 
Yt.. September 2d, 1818. At the 
age of two years, lie with four other 
children of the family hail the typhus 
lexer. When he recovered, he I 
deaf-mute. At the age of twelve 
years, his parents, then living in 
Harmony township, Susquehanna 
County. Pa., wished to send him to 
school. A Mr. Ward, a business man, 
told him deaf-mutes could be admitted 
from that county to the Institute at 
Philadelphia, He would take him 
along to assist with a drove of cattle, 
and place him in the school. 11 
learned to write, also worked when 
not in school at weaving cloth, was 
very quick to learn, hut being sick so 
much with fever and ague, did not 
make the progress he would with bet- 
ter health. After four years, in the 
year lS;io, he returned to his parents, 
who were living in Bainhridgo, 
Chenango County. N. Y.. where they 
had moved while he was at school. 

In l^:t:.\ he experienced religion 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. He married Polly 11. Max . 
January, 1837, settling in Sandford, 
Broome County, N. Y.. mi a small 
place, where he set up a turning lathe 
run by water pow er, making chairs and 
bedsteads. Three children were born. 
In August, 1 844, his wife died, He then 
worked at cabinet-making and 
about peddline Yankee notions. 

During this time he made his 
home in Chemung County, N. Y., 
with Mrs. Tiokner, a sister, also his 
children. In March, 1S-47. hi' married 
Miss Licence Collins, of O 
County, and they journeyed from 
Syracuse lo Klinira by canal on a pac- 
ket boat. Then the children were 
cared for by a kind step-mother, xvho 
xvas living in Chemung two years, and 
then moved from there to Burdett, 
Tompkins County, where another son 
xvas born. In 1852, Mr. Morse moved 
to MoConiiollsx ille. Oneida County, 

where his second wife died in Septem- 
ber, L868. During this time he work- 
ed as a builder. & winter, is;>4, he 
taught writing at a school. He met 
Hannah Seyniore ami married 
her in 1855, at Taberg, Oneida County. 
lie worked in a chair and hub factory 
at Cleveland, Oswego Count; 
several years. There a son and 
daughter were horn. They moved to 

Ainhoy Parish and other ph* 

ountj . Old age comfi 
odd not command \* 

labor, and his eldest sons, aware of 
this, prepared to take care of him. 
Now four of them scattered ox er the 
lumber regions of Michigan, bought a 
&fty-dollar draft, and sent it for their 
father, mother and sister to come to 
Michigan, and they landed at Bridge- 
port in May, 1*T7, where the eldest 
son William resides on a farm. There 
their father lived, repairing household 
furniture until the fall of ISoT. Then 
they broke up housekeeping, and went 
to live with a daughter, Mrs. John 
New bold, at Fast Saginaw. Mr. Morse 
took a great interest in the lat« 

paign, viewing the political parades 

in the city and reading the stump 
speeches. No one was more p 
over General Harrison's election than

The founders were 
wakura Toinosada, Xamao Zoco, 
Nakuniiira Masaiiao. Maiejiona Mitsu, 
Tsuda Sen, Sugiura Yu/.urd, Komatsu 
Akira and Kisnida Giako, In .Ian 
nary, 1878, school was begun. The 
success of the institution was not 
great, and 1 he methods not the molt 

approved, so that in November 
it was turned over to l he Kdueational 
'Department. A marked improve- 
ment was immediately observed, large- 
ly due to the untiring energy, pa- 
tience and ingenuity of Mr. Konishi.
